The ICA representative stated that he wished to again bring to the 
attention of the BIC his agency's need for the BIC to maintain its current 
effort to publish unclassified data on this general subject. The ICA 
representative also conmented that he felt that this semiannual report 
moved away slightly from the analytical nature of previous reports in 
the series and tended to be somewhat more reportorial in nature, particularly 
in the assessment of the Soviet Bloe's activities. .The Chairman and other 
members agreed that the Working Group should eonsider this comment in 
preparing the next revision of the series, BIC -R1}-86. 


The Chairman asked all interested agencies to consult within the 
Working Group prior to the preparation of EIC-RLL-S6 so that individual 
agency requirements for particular types of statistical presentations could 
tbe met early in the drafting stage.
